ity of a railroad 
aero.,8 the state

The fact that a project for building 


an airline railway across the state 
with Tampa as its western terminus 
was at least under consideration by 
certain financial magnates of the east 
was brought out during the visit to 
this city of W B Harrington con 
suiting engineer of New York City 
A spe< ial committee of the board of 
trade was appointed to confer with 
Mr Harrington but the result of the 
secret conference was not permitted 
to become public properly 
Mr liar 


rington expressly disclaimed the idea 
that he was promoting any definite 
plans but said that he was merely 
on a tour of investigation as to the 
feasibility of such a cross state pro 
jcct acting In the Interest of a syndi 
catc of New York bankers and cap 
italists 


That there is bound to be a cross 


state line in the near future almost 
goes without saying For over a year 
the Seaboard has been running its 
trains cast from Bartow 
to 
Lake 


Wales and its surveyors are still 
pushing eastward 
They are already 


several miles further toward the East 
Coast than I-akc Wales 


For more than two years the Coast 


Line has been running its trains to 
Lake Wales and beyond and now 
runs to Sebring many miles beyond 
Lake Wales 
The present terminals 


of both these great lines of road are 
more than, half way across the state, 
and there can be no doubt that they 
will not allow themselves to be beat 
en In a contest for the rich prize that 
awaits the pioneer In reaching the 
Atlantic coast

Incorporated

line are 28 miles of road running we*-* 
from Melbourne already completed 
The branch lines have been surveyed 
and its ofliccrs claim that the road 
will be in operation by Christmas at 
leant the East Coast part of it 
From 


Haines City to Melbourne is a direct 
air line 
This line taps a country rich 


in virgin forests of pine and with un 
limited possibilities 
for 
agriculture 


when the pine is exhausted 
But the 


point of pine exhaustion is yet far in 
the future as the mills in that local 
ity figure that the supply will last for 
many years 


As a matter of easier communion 


tion between the coasts it might be 
mentioned that St 
Cloud has just 


voted by a large majority to issue 
bonds to the amount of J275000 for 
tho construction of an asphalticcon 
crete roadway from St Cloud to Mel

EASTERN CAPITALISTS MAY BUILD 


RAILROAD ACROSS THE STATE 


Tho following story of the possibil- 


ity ot a railroad 
across the state 


appeared in a recent issue of the 
Tampa Times: 


The fact that a project for building 


an airline railway across the state 
with Tampa as its western terminus, 
was at least under consideration by 
certain financial magnates of the east, 
was brought out during the visit to 
this city of W. B. Harrington, con- 
sulting engineer of New York City. 
A special committee of the board of 
trade was appointed to confer with 
Mr. Harrington but the result ot the 
secret conference was not permitted 
to become public properly. Mr. Har- 
rington expressly disclaimed the idea 
that he was promoting any definite 
plans, but said that he was merely 
on a tour of investigation as to the 
feasibility of such a cross-state pro- 
ject, acting In the Interest of a syndi- 
cate of New York bankers and cap- 
italists. 


That there is bound to be a cross- 


state line in the near future almost 
goes without saying. For over a year 
the Seaboard has been running its 
trains cast from Bartow 
to 
Lake 


Wales, and its surveyors are still 
pushing eastward. 
They are already 


several miles further toward the East 
Coast than I-akc Wales. 


For more than two years the Coast 


Line has been running its trains to 
Lake Wales and beyond, and now 
runs to Sebring, many miles beyond 
Lake Wales. 
The present terminals 


ot both these great lines of road are 
more than, half way across the state, 
and there can be no doubt that they 
will not allow themselves to be beat- 
en In a contest for the rich prize that 
awaits the pioneer In reaching the 
Atlantic coast. Let a formidable com- 
petitor arise with a good prospect of 


success, and a cross state line, and 
possibly two or three, would be com- 
pleted speedily. 
This fact is what 


gives to the visit of Mr. Harrington 
much of its interest and importance. 


Another cross-state lino that is un- 


der way is the Florida Intel-urban 
railway, 
with headquarters at St. 


Cloud. This is an intcrurban project 
running from Melbourne on the East 
Coast to St. Cloud, with branch lines 
to Maincs City, Tampa and Sanford 
at the head of navigation on the St. 
Johns river. 
Incorporated 
in this 


line are 28 miles of road running wert 
from Melbourne, already completed. 
The branch lines have been surveyed 
and its officers claim that the road 
will be in operation by Christmas, at 
least the Kast Coast part of it. From 
Ilaincs City to Melbourne is a direct 
air line. This line taps a country rich 
in virgin forests of pine and with un- 
limited possibilities 
for 
agriculture 


when the pine is exhausted. But the 
point of pine exhaustion is yet far in 
the future, as the mills in that local- 
ity figure that the supply will last for 
many years. 


As a matter of easier communica- 


tion between the coasts it might be 
mentioned that St. Cloud has just 
voted by a large majority to issue 
bonds to the amount ot $275,000 for 
the construction of an asphaltic-con* 
creto roadway from St. Cloud to Mel- 
bourne, or rather from St. Cloud to 
the Osceola county line, where It will 
connect with the hard surfaced road 
from Melbourne. This will be the 
southernmost line across the state 
and will undoubtedly be very popular 
with the tourists and autoists. 
It 


saves the long and tedious dolour via 
Sanford and New Smyrna, and cuts 
oft more than 40 miles or distance.
